When Christ informs 
the Sadducees that ‘‘ they who attain to 
that state, and the resurrection from the 
dead are equal to the angels, neither can 
they die any more," I take it for granted 
that he had been there, and that he knew 
what he was talking about. To go back 
to Buddha, Christna, Isis, Osiris, and the 
rest, is like taking a boy from college and 
sending him back to the town school. 

I believe that re-incarnation 75 exception- 
al; and only granted by the King of 
heaven when there is some special mission 
to the children of earth, which demands 
it; as, for example, in the case of Jesus 
of Nazareth and of John the Baptist. And 
in both these cases “he Bible tells us who 
they were, when they lived on earth before. 


Now a word in regard to ‘“‘ Saidie’s 
communications ** From the Sun Angels 
Order of Light.” As Colonel Ingersoll 
says, ‘‘ Now let's be candid with each 
other.” Which of us has been enlightened 
or strengthened, or had one burden re- 
moved by all her communications? I 
have heard the same sentiments, so far as 
they pertain to this planet, advanced a 
thousand times. I never read those arti- 
cles without a feeling of disappointment,— 
a vacant, sinking feeling, which is soon 
succeeded by a feeling of disgust. 

Take Muricana, the new character in- 
troduced; she, also is from ‘‘the highest 
sphere," ‘fanother planet," and comes in 
**the light reflected from her inner being." 
From such a superior spirit, we ought to 
expect something new, something beside 
those endless promises of aid, help, 
strength, cheer, which never come.

“no balm in Gilliard?” No light in our 
world? No Redeemer, that the spirits of 
another planet must come over and help 
us out of our blindness ? 

“In the thought, atmosphere of your 
world, Muricana sees the dark clouds of 
unrest.” Is that new or strange? Even 
in earth life we all see the same and feel it, 
and the great problem of the day is, how to 
dispel these clouds and this unrest. 

**Muricana in the spheres of her home 
planet dwelt in peace with her own."

**our God and his Christ” cannot manage 
the affairs of this little globe we must bein 
a sorry predicament; but they have always 
ciaimed they can, and will, and do ‘‘rule 
in the armies of heaven and among the 
inhabitants of the earth," and that they 
tolerate **no other gods," or the least in- 
terference.
